A SIGNIFICANT FACT. 

‘The fact that the Emperor did not leave his 
bed is regarded as most significant and as 
Gepriving the more favorable bulletin of 
much of its value. It is doubted whether the 
Emperor’s strength is sufficient to with- 
Stand many wore such severe attacks 
asthat which he suffered Wednesday night. 
In medical circles here it is maintained 
that after tracheotomy has been performed 
on a patient, the examination of bis lungs is 
not to be implicitiy relied on, and that the 
fact thatthe existence of py#mia has been 
proved by the appearance of purulent matter 
is considered hardly reassuring. The accounts 
given out of the Emperor’s suffering are most 
distressing. His Majesty said to Court Chap- 
lain Koegel: ‘‘You pray for my preservation. 
Pray rather for my release.’’ 

The energy with which the Emperor per- 
sists in transacting State business is the theme 
of universal admiration. As the result of the 
negotiations of the last few weeks an inde- 
pendent jointure of 1,200,000 marks, $300,000, is 
secured to Empress Victoria. Prince Henry 
will fhhertt only 1.000, 0 marks. 

THE EMPEROR'S CONDITION UNCHANGED.

| TAME PROCEEDINGS. 

There was great laughter at this, in the 
midst of which Boulanger made bis appear- 
The proceedings 
whith followed were tame. M. Floquet’s ap- 
peal fora vote ot confidence was met by 2 
triendly majority of 200, immediately after 
which the Chamber voted by 125 majority to 
appoint a Committee on Revision of the Con- 
stitation on Saturday, which Floquet had not 
desired, but shrank from opposing straight- 
out. Boulanger’s return from the Fal- 
ace Bourbon to the Hotel Louvre 
was a scene of indescribabie enthusiasm. 
The Place Concorde was simply jammed with 
a vast crowd, cheering like mad. Flowers 
were thrown from windows into the carriage. 
Last night all Paris talked of nothing else but 
Boulanger, and except among the Opportun- 
ists, there is no visible opposition to him. It 
seems really as if a legend was growing up 
There were incessant 
demonstrations this evening, not only near 
the Hotel Louvre, but in various parts 
of the city. Cries of ie Bon- 
lau ger, were heard everywhere and 
echoes of songs were in all the streets. There 
nad been talk of a possible demenstration 
yesterday, led by M. Joffrin, but it was aban- 
doned. 

The Post-D1IsPATCH correspondent had an 
interview with Gen. Boulanger, who said: 
‘*‘I will never allow myself to be drawn into 
any group, and I even may not go regularly to 
the Chamber of Deputies. I shall be firm, 
calm and patient. I may not represent the 
nation yet, but I live in hopes of doing 80. 
My policy is essentially practical and 
constructive, to make ourrepublican institu- 
tions conform to those of America, instead of 
being built as now on the hybrid English 
model, which is wholly unsuited to the genius 
of the French character. In this work all the 
French citizens will be my friends. Tell them 
this in America, where I know many good 
people and where some of my fellow-country- 
men may be asking themselves if lam achar- 
latan. Tell them I am not. 

A POOR VICTORY. 

Paris, April 20.—A majority of the Paris 
papers consider the votes taken in the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday to be con- 
tradictory, as after expressing confidence in 
the Cabinet, the Chamber declared in 
favor of an immediate revision of the 
Constitution, notwithstanding the fact 
tuat M. Floquet, President of 
the Council, and Minister of the Interior, had 
asked it to postpone the consideration of the 
question. 

BOULANGIST MANIFESTATIONS. 

The Boulang!st manifestations were con- 
tinued until a late hour last night, especially 
outside of the office of the Cocoarde, the 
Boulangist newspaper.

THE EXCITEMENT IN BERLIN. 


Great Crowds Drawn te the Suburban 
Palace—Unfavorable Bulletins.

LONDON, April 20.—I gota dispatch at mid- 
night from Berlin saying that there is deep 
excitement throughout the capital over the 
gradual sinking of the Kaiser. It isa most 
significant and unexpected fact that the anx- 
lety and display of personal interest on the 
part of the population ls much greater than it 
was in the case of tne old Emperor. 
Last night the effect of unfavorable bulletins 
wasto summon a vast throng out from the 
city to the vicinity of the suburban palace, 
the approaches to which were packed with a 
dense crowd as late as midnight. An eminent 
throat physician here told me that now there 
is no doubt that the Emperor is suffering 
from soft cancer and the development has ar- 
rived ata point where no operation can avail 
to postpone death beyond a few days.

LONDON, April 20.—The damages against 
Bradlaugh in the Peters case, together with 
his expenses, amounting altogether to £500, 
were subscribed ina few hours yesterday by 
some fifty Members of Parliament. At the 
same time it is generally admitted on his own 
side that his conduct was exceedingly indis- 
creet. 

The want of appreciation here of American 
politics is shown bythe fact that only afew 
lines have appeared in most of the En- 
glish papers about Roscoe Conkling’s death.

THE REMAINS OF THE DEAD STATESMAN 
TAKEN TO UTICA, N. Y. 


Simple Services Held in Trinity Chapel 
New York City, This Merning — Thou- 
sands of People Throng the Streets in 
Drizaiing Bain to View the Funeral Pro 
cession — The Interment at Utica To- 
Day. 


NEw YORK, April 20.—Funeral services were 
deid in Trinity Chapel over the remains of 
Roscoe Conkling. From early morning droop- 
ing, rain-sodden flags, hanging at half-mast 
on the City Halland numerous public build- 
ing, a8 well as private, reminded the citizens 
of the Metropolis that New York was to 
bid farewell to-day to all that re- 
mained of the distinguished statesman 
and jurist whose presence here had been so 
welcome tothe citizens, The hour fixed for 
the funeral services was 10 0’clock. Long de- 
fore that hour people began to gather in West 
Twenty-fourth street, and stand on the side- 
walk opposite the house in which Mr. Oonk- 
ling’s body lay in ita coffin, silently gazing at 
the windows of the room within which he 
died. A detail of police formed a 
line on either side of the stoop 
leading to the house, and through 
the line there were permitted to pass only the 
relatives and friends of Mr. Oonkling. 
Shortly after 9 o’clock a plain hearse and 
eleven carriages drove up to the door, and 
from that time police stationed at either end 
of the block prevented business wagons and 
other vehicles from driving through. From 
the carriages decended the pall-bearers and 
friends of Mr. Conkling’s family, who 
entered the house and ascended to 
the room in which the body lay. 
The lid which closed the face 
of the dead statesman from view had been 
fastened in its place soon after the body was 
received in the casket, and was not removed. 
On the coffin rested a large bunch of white 
roses, lilles and immortelles, whose fragrance 
scented the air within the death chamber. 


Below them was a large green wreath knotted 
with purple ribbons. 
TO THE CHAPEL. 

At 9:45 o’clock the coffin was lifted from the 
stands on which it rested, and was borne from 
the room to the waiting hearse bythe under- 
taker’s assistants. Walking on either side 
were the pall-bearers, dressed in black, and 
with broad white scarfs draping their bodies 
fromthe shoulder to the waist. They were 
Judge Shipman, Mayor A. 8. Hewitt, 8. L. 
M. ‘hariow, Clarence A. Seward, anton 
Marble, Senator John P. Jones, Senator J. 
Don Cameron, Judge Wm. A. Wallace, Walter 
8. Church and Isaac H. Balley. They entered 
the three carriages preceding the hearse and 
carriages and hearse slowly moved up the 
street, while eleven other Ka as slowly 
drew up, one by one, in front of the house. 
In them entered Mrs. Conkling, supported by 
the arm of Col. Frederick A. Conkling, the 
brother of the deceased statesman; his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Oakman, and her husband, Walter G. 
Oakman; his niece and nephew, Miss Laura 
Conkling, and Alderman Conkling, bis neph- 
ews, Judge Aifred Conkling Coxe and Mr. 
Howard Conkling, Col. Fred D. Grant and his 
mother, Mrs U. 8. Grant, Mrs. Jessie Grant 
and Mrs. U. 8, Grantand their husbands and 
a few other intimate friends. 

Immediately after the last carriage door had 
closed on its cecupants, the funeral proces- 
sion, simple and unostentatious as that of the 
humblest citizen, began its short progress to 
the church on the adjoining biock. Led by the 
carriages containing the pall-bearers,it passed 
to Trinity Chapel, on Twenty-fifth street, 
near Broadway. One side of Twenty-fifth 
street was already lined with carriages that 
had conveyed to the church numerous friends 
of Mr. Conkling, who were already seated in 
the church awaiting the beginning of the 
funeral ceremonies. Here, as in Twenty- 
fourth street, the sidewalks were crowded 
with people. The coffin wastaken from the 
hearse and borne into the church dy the un- 
dertaker’s assistants. It was followed by the 
pali-bearers, and in their turn, slowly walked 
the wife, the brother and other relatives and 
friends of the dead Senator. 

THB SERVICES. 

Slowly the solemn procession walked 
through the center aisie of the chapel. The 
huge organ pealed out its soft notes and the 
choir boys chanted, ‘‘O Paradise! O Para- 
dise!’’ Every seat in the chapel was filled and 
the aisles were crowded. On the steps leading 
up to the altarjmagnificent florai offerings were 
laid. The casket, withits simple black coyer- 
ing, was placed on the bier in front 
of the altar. Upon it were placed 
wreaths of immortelles and lillies, together 
with bunches of white lilies. Every one in 
the vast edifice remained standing till the 
chant of the cholr boys was flaished, and then 
bowed their heads in prayer with the Rev. 
Dr. Morgan Dix, who was the officiating cler- 
gyman. The services were simple and, con- 
trary to expectsjion, no sermon was preached. 
The entire assembiage arose after prayer and 
joined tn singing Rock of Ages. This 
finished, the choir boys rose and walked slow- 
ly down through the aisle to the music of Fel- 
ton’s Chant, followed by the undertaker’s 
assistants, the pall bearers and the mourners. 
The friends followed, and the chants of the 
choir boys who returned through the 
side aisies grew fainter and fainter 
unitil it seemed to die away into 
a soft whispering amen, and the services in 
New York over the remains of the great 
statesman were brought to a close, the hearse 
followed by the carriazes bearing the mourn- 
ing relatives was driven direct tothe Grand 
Central Depot, where a special train was in 
waiting to convey the remains to Utica, where 
the firal services will be held. 

ON THB SPECIAL TRAIN, 

After leaving the church the route of the 
funeral cortege lay through Twenty-fifth 
street to Fifth avenue to Forty-fourth street, 
and gthence to the depot. The dull, beavy- 
laden, misty rain was falling steadily and 
drove the greater portion of the 
assembled throng indoors. A train of six 
Wagner palace cars stood in waiting alongside 
the western platform.

The Naturalization of British Residents in 
the United States.

New YorRK, April 20.—At the adjourned 
annual meeting of the Canadian Club an 
impromptu address was delivered by Prof. 
Goldwin Smith in relation to the movement 
toward naturalizing the British residents in 
the United States. At the suggestion of Mr. 
Erastus Wiman, who takes a very deep in- 
terest in the matter, the officers of the 


British-American Association called on Mr. 


Smith at the New York Hotel and explained 


to him the object of their organization

Mr. Smith said: ‘'This seems to be a turning 
point in the history of British-Americans in 
the United States. The Englishman ciings to 
his connection with his native land and ts un- 
willing formally to renounce an allegiance 
which is not one of mere political fealty, but 
of the heart. English are the blood, the lan- 
guage, the literature, the laws and great in- 
stitutions of this ublic; yot itis inthis 
of all countries in the world that you can 
hardly take up a newspaper without 
8 something unkind and insulting 
to ngland. A man h no right to 
decline active citizenship. The better he 
would use the suff the greater is the 
wrong he does in declining it. A free common- 
wealth demands not only the passive obedi- 
ence but the active co-operation of all its 
members. By their abstention the Britieh ip 
the United States have been depriving the Re- 

ublic of al number of excellent citizens. 
t happens that in this case the loss 18 particu 
larly serious. The great danger of the Republic 
as all declare is the influx of fo n races un- 
trained in republican self-government. These 
races may bring each of them their own gifts, 
industrial or social, and they may be destined 
in the end to contribute to the wealth of 
American character, intellect and production. 
But they have not the special gift of the 
Ange Saree, which is the power of founding 
and working free institutions. 

The element in American ulation which 
inherits that gift and which has hitherto been 
able to mold, educate and assimilate the rest 
begins to feel that the task will soon exceed 
its powers and that it needs reinforcement. A 
reinforcement is at hand since British-Ameri- 
cans have made up their minds to naturalize, 
and I perceive that to the best Amer- 
ican citizens the news is extremely welcome.
